District Agriculturist 


Rations for livestock must be bal- 
anced with minerals to get satis- 
factory gains from feed and to keep 
the animal healthly. Except in 
epecial situations only supplement- 
ety minerals that are needed in the 
commonly feed rations of farm an- 
imais, beyond «suckling stage, are 
salt, calcium, phosphorus, iodin: 
and cobalt ‘These are sold as salt, 
limestone, bonemeal and iodine. 

There are many proprietary min- 
eral mixtures on the market which 
contain a large number of other 
minerals like potassium, iron, mag- 
nesium, sulfur and copper. It is 
good economy and good nutrition to 
limit the intake of supplemental 
minerals to those which are act- 
ually lacking in the ration. Min- 
eral mixtures which contain purga- 
tives, worm remedies and tonics 
have little place in good feeding. 
There is no need to feed unneeded 
minrals and they can, if taken in 
excess, in some cases have harm- 
ful effects. 

All our livestock requires salt in 
|addition to these common feeds. 
' Animals which are consuming a 
\}arge proportion of grain and little 
‘Or no fodder will require a calcium 
(imestone) supplement e.g. feeder 
and finshed pigs. Those getting a 
large proportion of forage or fod- 
der will reguire phosphorous ‘bone- 
meal) e.g. cows on pasture or hay. 
From these basic features it is re- 
latively easy to determine the sup- 
plementation in minerals for var- 
ious kinds of livestock. 

Iodine is an area problem, sup- 
plementation is usually only re- 
quired for pregnant animals when 
fodiaed salt is fed. Cobalt is 
area problem too and where areas 
produce roughage low in cobalt 
supplementation is required.

THIS MAN CURTAILED 
HEART FAILURE 

To anyone who has not reached 
the age of thirty or tnirty-five 
years, this paragraph will have little 
meaning. Time was when all auto- 
mobiles came without self-starters. 
Our first car, purchased in 1917, 
certainly had no self-starter and 
many a time we cranked almost to 
the point of exhaustion before get- 
ting results. 

Even the famous Pierce-Arrow, 
Cadillac, Packard and Lincoln cars 
went out to the then considered 
plutocratic owners equipped with a 
crank... and that was the only 
method to get the car started Hun- 
dreds of thousands of drivers weak- 
ened their hearts by the over strain 
and the same was recorded by the 
rapid increase in deaths from 
heart disease. 

Then, along came this man, Ket- 
tering, Whose death was recorded 
recently. He did not lay claim to 
inventing the self-starter, but he 
perfected the first  self-starting 
method that was universally suc- 
cessful, In itself added a great in- 
jcentive to the purchase of cars on 
;the part of the public. We are
